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Trustees Reduce Vet 
Enrollment, Approve 
Temporary Building 
For Structures Lab 


At their meeting on June 7, the Auburn 
Board of Trustees further reduced the 


freshmah enrollment for the School of 
Veterinary Medicine and approved a tem-_ 


porary structures lab for the civil engineer- 
ing program—both actions intended to aid 
Auburn’s accreditation efforts. The board 
also re-elected R.C. (Red) Bamberg as vice 
chairman of the board and approved a 
motion to limit future vice chairmen to two 
years in power. 


The action taken by the board to reduce 
the enrollment of the freshmen entering 
the Auburn School of Veterinary Medicine 
limits that enrollment to 90. This fall it 
will be 100, already cut from the previous 
115 of last year. Both reductions have come 
at the request of the Vet School, which is 
currently operating with limited accredita- 
tion due mainly to inadequate facilities and 
a too high student-faculty ratio. The new- 
est limit will bring the ratio down to’4:1, 
that set by the accreditors. A year ago the 
student-faculty ratio was 6:1. The effort to 
correct the poor maintenance of the facili- 
ties has already been underway with a 
stepped up maintenance budget for the Vet 
School and a new roof on Greene Hall. Of 


the board, as the vice chairman presides at 
the meetings in the absence of the Gover- 
nor of Alabama who is the chairman. Tra- 
ditionally, the board member who has 
served the longest has been vice chairman 


for as ‘long as he stays on the board. 


In other action, the board approved an 
application for federal funds to help reno- 
vate Bullard Hall, which is temporarily 
closed after housing women students this 
past year. Estimates of necessary repairs on 
heating and plumbing systems have run as 
high as $750,000.

course the enrollment limitation will mean 
that it will be even harder to get into Vet 
School at Auburn. Fewer students will be 
accepted from both Alabama and Ken- 


tucky, the only state which continues to 


contract with Auburn for its veterinary 
training. 


To aid accreditation efforts for the civil 
engineering program, the Board approved 
a temporary $110,000 structures labora- 
tory for the department. The building will 
be located on Hiram Lane next to the phys- 
ical plant facility and will be built with 
money alloted for those facilities. The 
_ building will be used for a structures lab 

until Engineering Building II is built in the 
next five years and then the Structures Lab 
will become part of the physical plant. The 
building is expected to be finished by the 
end of the year and will alleviate crowding 
Problems in Wilmore Labs. 


On a five to three vote, the board 
approved a motion by Trustee John Den- 
son to limit the vice chairman of the 
board’s term in the position to two years. 
The position is the most powerful one on

Here and There— 


An Apology of Sorts 
By Jerry Roden, Jr. ’46 


Today for the thirty-fifth time, I came perilously 
close to forgetting my wedding anniversary, and in 
the process of remembering realized that last month 
I passed another milestone completely unaware: 
With the May issue of this publication, I completed 
twenty-five consecutive years of scribbling for The 
Auburn Alumnews. 

To my wife, Rebecca, I offer scant 
apology for those many near misses 
of our wedding anniversary; It’s all 
the fault of her late pastor—God 
rest his soul—who dated our mar- 
riage certificate wrong and of the 
Lee County Probate Office which 
took him literally and recorded us as 
duly wed on June 8 instead of June 6. 
By the time I fought through the red-tape necessary 
to rid Rebecca and me of the legal imputation of two 
days of blatant sinfulness and fraudulent hotel regis- 
tration, I developed an almost impenetrable psycho- 
logical block about my wedding date. 

To Auburn University and its alumni, I offer a 
modest apology for imposing my fits of crusading 
zeal upon you for the past twenty-five years, but 
» fepent not that I begin herewith a second quarter 
century: There's something addictive in ink and 
newsprint, and so far, complete physical debilitation 
and death have proved the only cures. 

On the brighter side of things, I take great conso- 
lation fromthe fact that Auburn University has 
~ emerged unscathed from all my forays into paths 

that more prudent souls avoid, and I note with satis- 
faction that my pen has not been charged—at least 
not formally—with a single fatality throughout 
those twenty-five years. 

However, I must confess some awareness of pro- 
ducing severe migraine and more than moderate 
indigestion among members of various administra- 
tions and alumni groups upon a number of occasions. 
I regret all the unintended pain I have caused and can 
only offer in my defense this observation: All those 
pains seemed susceptible to drugstore remedies, and 
‘ninety-nine percent of the pharmacists I know grad- 
uated from Auburn. So my most unfortunate blasts 
have in the end blessed some Auburn men and 
women with an increase in sales. 

On the darker side, I regret learning that the pen is 
not mightier than the sword—at least not if my hand 
wields the pen. For not one of my most zealous 
crusades has attained fruition: Students graduate 
from high school and even college still virtually 
illiterate and ignorant of their county’s history. The 
study of foreign tongues languishes despite a steadily 
shrinking world. The pursuit of truth—pure, unvar- 
nished, undefiled—as the goal of, our univefsities 
remains all too often an elusive dream. And the ideal 
of excellence in all educational endeavors has been 
battered, scarred, and tarnished almost beyond repair 
in numerous political broils. 

And that’s the way it goes—in the world and in my 
column writing: People remain all too human; I start 
out a column aware that I am human too, become 
disgusted with mine and everyone else’s pettiness,

and end up more often than not on another crusade 
of one kind or another. : 

That's the way it has been for the past twenty-five 
years, and little change appears in prospect for the 
next twenty-five. But that prospect may not be so 
bleak as it first seems: For I have enjoyed all the 
turmoil and the striving heretofore, and on the 
whole have found my steadiest critics a generally 
healthy and happy lot.

Ah, baseball. It’s as much a part of springtime— 
although a little later—as daffodils. It is as American 
as any cliche could claim. Yes, it fits in perfectly with 
apple pie, Chevrolet and motherhood. 

There are those, of course, who like the stimulat- 
ingly vulgar display of brawn and bluster of football 
better. That's their privilege. 

It never ceases to amaze me that some people also 
prefer basketball. Now while it is easy to understand 
how a game with the big round ball might be mildly 
entertaining in the wintertime, among friends, to 
kill some time: professional basketball—and even to 
a large extent college basketball—has become a 
game for super-efficient freaks who gallop back and 
forth, from one end of the court to the other, scoring 
with deadly accuracy each time they reach the goal 
and bending over only slightly to drop the ball 
through the hoop. 

Who can account for such tastes? There are even, 
so I have been told, people who are interested in 
soccer. 

But baseball. I can’t put my hands on the exact 
quote at the moment, but I think it was the redoubt- 
able Red Smith who wrote about the absolute perfec- 
tion of the diamond with 90-foot sides. 

In spite of some silly meddling, like the abomina- 
ble designated hitter business in the American 
League, the game itself does approach perfection. It 
is the ideal combination of a team sport and an 
individual sport. A well-executed double play is the 
epitome of teamwork in action. Yet, the classic con- 
frontation between batter and pitcher is head-to- 
head, one-on-one dueling at its best. And the han- 
dling of a hot grounder at third is individual, man, 
you and it, as is the tracking of a towering, wind- 
blown fly ball in the deep outfield—and the follow- 
ing throw, not even to mention the split-second 
decision of where to throw to. 

_ So, we have disposed of any arguments to the 
contrary. Baseball is the game of games that are 
played with some kind of ball. I have spoken. 

But baseball as an industry or institution leaves a 
whole lot to be desired. One can only look on with 
utter wonderment at some of the things grown men, 

necessarily successful men, do when they become 
owners of ball clubs or executives of baseball leagues. 

First off, there’s the matter of salaries. Baseball, 
wonderful though it may be, is not essential No 
governments would crumble, no civilizations would 
wither away if there were no baseball at all (a 


thought that college athletic departments should run 
through their thinking processes once in a while, by 
the way). It is a pleasant diversion, nothing more 
Furthermore, it is a game that 50,000 young men, 
many of them with considerable skill, would pe: 
tickled beyond words to play for nothing but ap 
occasional cold hot dog and some shelter from the 
storms. For people to make multiples of a million 
dollars for playing this children’s game is tastelesg 


_and obscene. Not, mind you, that players should be 


blamed for taking it. Who would turn it down? 
The owners, who are working hard at putting 

themselves out of business, have only their owp 

greed and attempts at one-upmanship to blame for 


the boiling water in which they find themselves. One 


of these days, oh let us hope, some owner is going to 
tell some second-year punk who happened to have a 
lucky rookie year and is demanding more money 
than the national budget of some small countries for 
his continued service, to go jump in the nearest lake 
and go down twice and come up once. May it happen 
soon. 


baseball. Anybody who has diligently followed the 
sport knows that God obviously intended for theré to 
be two leagues of eight teams each. Boston, Phila- 
delphia, St. Louis, and Chicago would have a teamin 
each league. New York would have three (including 
Brooklyn, which, it could be reasonably argued is not 
only another city, but another world). Cleveland, 


Detroit and Washington would also. be represented 


in the American League, as would Cincinnati and 
Pittsburgh in the National. : 
They would be supplemented by a strong complex 


of minor leagues, triple-A in the American Associa- 


tion, International League and Pacific Coast League; 
double-A in the Southern Association; and on down 
to the D leagues, like the Alabama-Georgia league 
that used to provide professional baseball for Ope- 
lika, Tallassee, LaGrange, etc., as well as an invalua- 
ble training experience for young players hoping to 
be able to climb up through the different classes to 
the MAJOR LEAGUES! 

Then the vicious circle in which lousy teams 
chased low attendance chased not enough income to

buy or develop good players chased lousy teams — 


finally drove a really legendary bad team, the 
Browns, out of St. Louis to Baltimore where they 


became the Orioles. And the Boston Braves moved . 
to Milwaukee (and later to Atlanta). And the Phila- 


delphia Athletics moved to Kansas City and later on 
to Oakland; and another team was formed for 
Washington, but it couldn’t make it there either and 
moved to Minnesota. And Brooklyn and New York 


(Giants) cavalierly left fanatically loyal fans to dig” 


for gold on the west coast, ruining a great minor 
league in the process—and another team moved into 
New York. And the leagues were expanded, and each 
league was divided into divisions, and a Little League 


playoff system was devised, to maybe milk a little 


more money from TV.... 

And to show you the type of people we're dealing 
with here, consider this. When the leagues were 
divided into divisions (not a totally idiotic move 
when the leagues got to be so bloated). East and 
West divisions were formed. Each team plays the 
teams in its own division twice as often as it plays the 
teams in the other division, but the fans get to see all 
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the teams, and travel expenses are cut some, etc. 
There was no problem about the thing. Get out the 
map, put the eastern half of the teams in the Eastern 
division. You could do that. Your first-grader could 
do that. Could the moguls who run baseball? No. 

They put, now don’t laugh, Atlanta in the Western 
division and Chicago and St. Louis, hundreds of miles 
to the west, in the Eastern division. Honest. Look in 
the sports pages. They can almost compete for geo- 
graphy honors with the National Football League, 
which has Dallas in the Eastern division and Atlanta 
in the Western. Is there something strange about 
Atlanta that I don’t know about? 

The minor leagues? Oh, there are still some minor 
leagues around. But the teams in them have lost even 
the pretense of being separate entities with bitter 
rivalries with other teams in the league. They are 
now just out and out training camps for the big 
teams. Winning games is of secondary importance. 
They are teaching and learning situations where 
computer-like coaches and managers make meticu- 
lous notes on each prospect's hitting, fielding, 
throwing, running and pitching potential. 

Gone, probably forever, are the days of the fero- 
cious races between the Birmingham Barons, Atlanta 
Crackers, Memphis Chicks, and Nashville Vols in 
the Southern Association, for example, and in the 
similar and higher and lower leagues all over the 
country. 

Pity. 

But for all that, and despite the fact that the major 
league team nearest us is in the wrong division, and 
the fact that the thought of what the players frolick- 
ing about out there are making for the night's play 
can cause the hot dog to reverse directions, and 
despite the fact that the regular season, the playoffs, 
and the World Series should be completely wrapped 
up before the first of October. . .baseball is still the 
finest game of all. | 

For one thing, as opposed to timed games, there is 
always the chance no matter how remote, of catching 
up, as long as there's one more time at bat. 

And there are all of those lovely statistics, statis- 
tics that have been kept since this century was a 
squalling, snotty-nosed brat. They are to be pored 
over and mentally caressed with each edition of the 
daily paper, especially the Sunday paper. Batting 
averages, home runs, RBI's, won-lost records, ERA’s 
(that’s Earned Run Average, ladies), doubles, triples, 
fielding percentages, how many times a throw-right, 
bat-left shortstop chewed his cud of Red Man with 
two men on base. 


Also, there’s something about baseball that is 
extra-conducive to the creation of legends, certain 
teams, certain players: The Boys of Summer Brook- 
lyn team, DiMaggio’s hitting streak, the St. Louis 
Cardinal's Gas House Gang, several Yankee teams, 
the truly remarkable ineptness of the St. Louis 
Browns—and the fact that they actually won the 
pennant in 1944 (thanks to the draft, which tended 
to equalize things)—and had a book written about 
them many years later, a delicious book called Even 
The Browns. 


Baseball has been the inspiration for works of art, 
too. One that comes to mind immediately is the play 
and movie, “Damn Yankees.” And the epic poem, 
“Casey at the Bat.” And especially short stories. 

One reason is that a lot of writers who later 
became famous for other things got their starts 
pounding out daily stories about their town’s base- 
ball team for the local paper. People like Ring 
Lardner and Paul Gallico; and James Thurber wrote 
a baseball short story landmark called “You Could 
Look it Up.” And so on and so forth. 

And the grind of doing those daily stories brought 
forth a tortured style of prose which has, let us give 
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thanks, about disappeared, but can still be seen or 
heard occasionally. 

Among the more pedestrian writers, the ones who 
did not go on to greater things, such terms as ‘twirl- 
ing staffs” for pitching staffs and “corralling the 
leather” for catching the ball were regularly used. 
And the swatsmen pounded the leather (or the 
leather-covered pill). Listen. “It was quite a day with 
the willow for the Sportsman's Park lads, who for 
the most part of the season have far down in the 
swatfest column.” Fellow named Glen Wallar wrote 
that and reams of similar copy for the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. He was not atypical for that 
time—that momentarily warped time when even 
the Browns could be in contention for the American 
League in pennant. 

Baseball is a game you can love without even 
seeing. After Uncle Kelley explained to me the short- 
hand in the boxscores, I used to linger over them, 
ponder them, meditate about them, memorize them, 
first in the Age-Herald at Grandma's house, where I 
was deposited by the school bus, then further still in 
the Post at our house. 

It would be many, many years in the future before I 


would actually see a professional game, evena minor _ 


league game. But I knew that a couple of big league 
players had come from my home town, Guy Morton 
of the Morton's Mill Mortons (he drank, they said), a 
pitcher with Cleveland several years earlier; and 
Terry Moore (of the Moores’s Mill Moores), who 
played with my team (except for my natural under- 
dog pulling for the Browns), the Cardinals. 

If you wanted to know anything about Mort or 


Walker Cooper or Howie Pollet, or Harry the Cat or . 


Ray Sanders or Whitney Kurowski or Marty Marion 
or Enos or Stan, oh, pray, just ask! 

It’s the kind of game you can love, leisurely, at your 
own pace, but deeply; in spite of the spoiled, grotes- 
quely overpaid whiners (not all, of course) who play 
it, in spite of the lawyers who seem bent on closing it 
down, and the messed up leagues, and the stretching 
of a strictly warm-weather game into the frostly 
heart of winter. ... 

It is still the game. 

Take me out to it. Or I'll read about it, and love it 
just as much.

A Message From the President— 


Priorities and Planning 
By Hanly Funderburk 


Soon aftér I assumed the presidency of Auburn 
University in 1981, it became clear to me that the 
university needed to take a long look at its academic 
programs. Facing times when our resources were not 
increasing, and even declining in some areas, we 
needed to know where to place our emphasis. The 
university needed a study to re-establish its direction 
and re-define its mission in current times and under 
current conditions. 

The Committee on Priorities and Planning, a 
group of 18 of our most outstanding faculty and staff, 
was appointed to conduct a long-range study of the 
university. Paul Parks, vice president for research 
and dean of the Graduate School, was ‘ tiatiied 
chairman. 

This committee was charged with defining the 
role of the institution in the remaining years of this 
century. It was understood that the committee would 
come forward with a report that could be discussed, 
reviewed, modified, and finally adopted by the 
administration and board as our “blueprint for the 
future.” 

In their studies and deliberations, I requested the 


committee to put quality considerations at the very 
top of the agenda. They did this and presented a 
report which will make the university even more 
quality-conscious. 

Finally, I charged the committee with a big 


order—realizing that future increases in revenue 


will be limited—to tell us where to place our priori- 
ties so that Auburn students will be given the oppor- 
tunities they deserve. 

After several months of study, discussions, and 
review, the Committee on Priorities and Planning 
made its report. It was reviewed and discussed 
throughout the university and at an open hearing 
September 30. All points of view were carefully 
considered and major revisions were made on the 
basis of responses. The final report was submitted in 
February. 

On May 1 the Auburn Board of Trustees accepted 


the Priorities and Planning Committee report. We - 


will therefore proceed to begin planning and imple- 
mentation of the recommendations for a five-year 
progam. Needless to say, we are all pleased with this 
effort and anxious to get on with plans for the future. 


No plan or document of this nature is complete. It _ 


would quickly become outdated and obsolete if set in 
concrete, so we are well aware of the necessity to 


review and refine it as Auburn moves intothe next = 
decade and beyond. Inacceptingthereporttheboard = 


made this clear and suggested that the board itself 


would develop a longer-range role and scope state- 
ment for the university. I believe that this action is 
also wise and will further bring us all ogres a San 


charting Auburn's future. 


The Priorities and Planning Committee tae : 
firmed that Auburn University is a comprehensive 
land-grant university committed to serving the peo-_ 
ple of Alabama through teaching, research, and 
extension programs. It noted that the objective of 
the recommendations is to establish Auburn Uni- ce 
versity among the ranks of the best comprehensive _ 


land-grant universities in the nation. 


The report said that the institution has certain 
statewide responsibilities as well as unique program — 
responsibility in undergraduate education, research, — 


and extension. 


The priorities report “thcognizedt the major s 
responsibility of the university to provide broadedu- __ 
cational opportunities for students seeking baccalau- 


reate degrees. It stated “that strong undergraduate 
programs are the heart of university work and 


always must be given a high priority in the allocation oo 


of the university's resources.’ 


The committee noted that the quality of any edu- ste 
cational program is directly related to the quality of 


the faculty. “The highest priorities should be the 
employment and retention of a competent faculty in 
all areas of the university and the maintenance of an 
academic environment conducive to the pursuit of 
excellence.” 

Other priority recommendations made by the 
committee are:

0 A high priority for the continuation and streng- 
thening of the university's general education pro- 
gram. 


O The committee emphasized that the liberal edu- 
cation of students is essential. To this end we must 
Maintain strong undergraduate programs in the 
Fine Arts and Humanities. 


O The faculty and administrators must give 
increased emphasis to graduate study and research if 
we are to meet our responsibilities as a comprehen- 
sive land-grant university. This emphasis should be 
a major university priority. In the areas of graduate 
study and research, the committee has recommended 
high priorities for continued program development 
and preferential resource allocation to programs in 
Agriculture, Forestry, and Biological Sciences; Engi- 
neering; Veterinary Medicine; and Physical Sciences 
and Mathematics. Special needs in these areas 
include competitive faculty salaries, facilities, equip- 
ment, research journals. 

Currently, the university does not have strong 
programs of graduate study and research in molecu- 
lar genetics and in computer science and engineer- 
ing. Because of the economical, social, and scientific 
importance of these two areas, the committee 
recommended that both be given a high priority for 
development. 

Psychology was also given a high priority for spe- 
cial assistance in development of its graduate and 
research programs. . 

Auburn has developed considerable strength over 
the years in some areas of the Fine Arts and Human- 
ities. This is evident in the university's excellent 
departments of English and History. The support of 
graduate study and research in both of these depart- 
ments should be given a high priority. Several areas 
while not given the highest priority, were considered 
deserving of special support for their graduate and 

research programs when resources are available. 
_ These include: the School of Business (in support of 
_ the continuing improvement of the MBA program 
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as well as the master’s in economics and the master s 
in management), School of Education (Counselor 
Education; Health, Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion: and Rehabilitation and. Special Education), 
School of Pharmacy (Pharmacal Sciences and Phar- 


macy Care Systems), and Home Economics (Nutri- : 


tion and Foods). 


O The Committee reiterated that the university 
should provide all faculty members (whatever the 
priority ranking of their department) the opportun- 
ity to participate in the graduate and research pro- 
grams of the university to the extent necessary to 
maintain and enhance their competence as teachers 
and scholars. . 


O The committee assigned a high priority to the 
continued development of the university's extra- 
mural research program and special assistance to 
those research areas most actively involved in 
extramurally funded research. It recommended that 
increased administrative support be furnished to 
faculty members seeking extramural support for 
their research. 


O The committee recommended that all of the 
professional programs in the university be sup- 
ported at the level necessary to maintain accredita- 
tion. But this committee was charged: with the 
responsibilty of establishing priorities. In response 
to that charge, the committee assigned the highest 
priority for support and preferential resource alloca- 
tion to the following four professional programs: 


Architecture, Engineering, Pharmacy, and Veteri- 


nary Medicine. 

The next priority assignment should be made to 
the professional programs in Business and Educa- 
tion. As additional resources become available, the 
university should give special consideration to these 
programs. 


0 The overriding concern in general extension is 
that none of our programs has been developed ade- 
quately in terms of organization, staffing, facilities, 
financial support, or faculty rewards for participa- 


tion. Basic funding for these programs must be 3 
improved so that the university s commitment to 
this important function can be fully realized. Ag 
resources become available, first consideration should — 
be given to Business, Engineering, and Education. 


0 Pursuit of the priorities recommended in the 
committee’s report is dependent upon the develop. 
ment of a strong research library. Provision of ade. 
quate funding and facilities for such a library must be 
a primary objective of the university. Likewise, the 
university must maintain adequate computing facilj- 
ties and services if our instructional and research 
programs are to continue to improve. 


0 The development of certain physical facilities jg 
important to the priorities discussed above. These 
include: major renovation and expansion of the facil- 
ities in Engineering, lecture auditoriums of high 
acoustical quality and comfort for the general educa- 
tion program, a center to serve the university's 
extension programs, and provision of adequate 
library. facilities. 

These are major recommendations and concerns 
of our most recent effort at “reaching into the 
future” for allof Auburn University. Once again this 
effort, regardless of its final status as far as imple- 
mentation is concerned, reflects the potential Auburn 
has when we utilize our greatest resource—our peo- 
ple. I am excited about the next decade for Auburn 
University and invite your participation in the 
accomplishments I know are forthcoming. 

We will proceed to implement the report of the 
Committee on Priorities and Planning in the next 
budget year where at all possible. Deans and depart- 
ment heads will be asked to develop specific plans 
for their units, and the committee will be asked to 
cofitinue its work developing overall plans for the 


- university. This has been and will continue to bea 


rewarding effort for Auburn University.

Our last out of town engagement 
was to play between picture shows at 
Langdale the night before our graduation. 
For that, we received $65 each and car

great deal to our college lives. 

Bill Young was the first announcer and 
Clayton Dow was the first engineer, and 
the station was in the Ag building to begin 
with. Bill went to Birmingham when the 
station was moved there as WAPI, and it 
was used jointly by Auburn, University of 
Alabama, and Montevallo. 

I am one of four McKinnon brothers to 
graduate from Auburn.

Varsity Tennis 
Started in 19338 


I am writing you with reference to an 
article which appeared on page 29 of the 
May, 1982, edition of The Auburn Alum- 
news. This article—captioned “Luther 
Young: Architect of Auburn Tennis’ — 
was reprinted from The Opelika-Auburn 
News. In the lower lefthand corner of page 
29 is a photograph of five alumni members 
with Luther Young with the caption, “First 
Group—The first group of tennis players 
at Auburn... .” 
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This letter is to provide you with correc- 
tive information. The first Varsity Tennis 
Team played for Auburn in 1938. After the 
‘39 season, the players were awarded 
Sweaters and Varsity Letters, and a team 
picture first appeared in the Athletic Sec- 
tion of the Glomerata in 1939. The initial 
program of Varsity Tennis at Auburn 
lasted from the 1938 season through the 
1941 season. This program was a casualty 
of WWII, as were many inter-collegiate 
athletic programs of that time. Every school 
in the SE Conference had a varsity tennis 
team prior to WWII, and all programs 
which were discontinued during the war 
were re-instigated after the war. 


I can give you the background of Auburn's 
Varsity Tennis because I initiated it. I had 
had previous experience in organizing 
tennis programs, both in high school and 
at Birmingham-Southern College, prior to 
enrolling at Auburn. In 1934, I was a junior 
at Ramsay High School in Birmingham. 
This was during the mid-depression years 
when people had time on their hands, and 
they turned to recreation—tennis was 
popular. I organized a high school tennis 
team and played No. | singles and doubles, 
and was captain of the team. The next year, 
1935, the Ramsay High School team played 
in the City of Birmingham High School 
league and won every team match. In the 
State Tournament at the end of that sea- 
son, Ramsay High won the State Cham- 
pionship, going-away. In the Fall of 1935,1 
enrolled at Birmingham-Southern College, 
along with the No. 2 singles player from 
the Ramsay team, the No. 1 singles player 
from West End High School in Bir- 
mingham, and another good player who 
lived in the Birmingham area. I got this 


group—all Freshmen—together, added one | 


Junior Classman, and put together a varsity 
tennis team. I secured permission from 
Southern’s Director of Athletics for this 
group to represent the College and, during 
the winter of 1935-36, I put together a 
comprehensive schedule, including four 
out-of-state SE Conference teams to be 
played on the road. This was a good non- 
scholarship tennis team, and it had a good 
season. I was the team captain, playing No. 
1 singles and doubles. 


In the summer of 1936, I enrolled at 
Auburn. I found there was not a single 
tennis court in Auburn upon which match 
tennis could be played; however, tennis 
players have a way of finding each other. 
By the spring of 1937, I had found four 
good tennis players at Auburn. These four 
players agreed to join me and form a var- 
sity tennis team. I went to see Jack Meagher, 
who was Auburn's Athletic Director and 
Head Football Coach. I received Coach 
Meagher’s blessings for the enterprise. 
(Prior to Auburn's 1938 tennis season, the 
Auburn Country Club constructed 3 clay 
courts, and all players on the varsity tennis 
team joined the Country Club where we 
practiced and played team matches. We 
also assisted in the maintenance of the 
Country Club courts.) In the summer of 
1937, I played Gardner Mulloy in a tennis 
tournament. Mulloy, one of the top rank- 
ing tennis players in the United States, was 
an. alternate on the Davis Cup Team. He 
was also tennis coach of the University of 
Miami, which had one of the four best 
varsity tennis programs in the nation. | 
asked Mulloy if he could bring his team to 
Auburn the next year. He advised me to get

in touch with him the following fall, which 
I did. When the Auburn varsity tennis 
team began its first season in the spring of 
1938, the first home match was against the 
University of Miami. The 1938 Auburn 
team had myself as No. 1 singles, J.W. 
McKee (of Selma) as No. 2, Beverly Biggin 
(of Auburn) as No. 3, Bob McClure (of 
Birmingham) as No. 4, and Joe Gay (of 
Opelika) as No. 5; Lide-Biggin as No. 1 
doubles, and McClure-Gay as No. 2 doubles. 
Although my title in the years 1938 
through 1940 was team captain, I per- 
formed the duties of a player-coach in that 
all decisions with reference to who made 
the team, what positions the players played, 
and all other tactical and administrative 
decisions were made by me. There was no 
discussion of this; the other players assented 
to this arrangement because did the work 
needed to arrange schedules, took care of 
administrative details, et cetera. In all three 
seasons, Auburn had an organized, disci- 
plined, competitive varsity tennis team. 


Only once during my three years was my, 
authority as group leader challenged, and — 


that makes an interesting and humorous 
story which illustrates the times. It was 
during the first season, 1938.1 had arranged 


a 10-day road trip wherein seven matches | 


were to be played. I performed the ritual 
which was to take place several times over 
during the coming years. I went to see 
Coach Jack Meagher to ask for money to 
make the trip. Coach Meagher allowed me 
$90 for the trip. One of the players knew in 
Auburn a person (not a student) who 
owned a 7-passenger Pearce-Arrow limou- 
sine. This generous man agreed to chauf- 
feur the Auburn team on this trip for his 
costs only. We left Auburn and went to 
Atlanta to play Georgia Tech. After that, 


“we went to Columbia to play the Univer- 


sity of South Carolina. Then, in an order 
which I don't recall, we played Wofford 
College, Presbyterian College (which hada 
splendid scholarship team and a fine coach), 
The Citadel, and—on a Sunday—the Spar- 
tanburg (SC) Tennis Club. We returned to 
Georgia to play the University of Georgia 
at Athens. The morning following this, our 
last match, the team and driver were 
gathered in a restaurant in Athens, about 


to order breakfast. The team had won the 
match against Georgia the afternoon before, 
and I perceived them to be in a good 
humor, sol thought I had best tell them the — 
‘bad news’ before things went any further. 
The bad news—which I told them—was 
that I thought we could make it back to 
Auburn with the money that was left, but I 
could only pay for their coffee (which cost a — 
nickel a cup). All of a sudden, I had a very 
angry group on my hands; and the players 
gave me the ‘bad news’: they would not 
leave Athens, Ga., until after they had. 
eaten. No argument which I could offer 
would change their minds. I called Coach 
Meagher and informed him of the predic- 
ament; he admonished me for my extrava- 
gance in management, and the team for its~ 
extravagance in travelling over Georgia 
and South Carolina in a Pearce-Arrow 
limousine. He was kind enough, however, 
to listen to my side—that a tennis team 
travels ‘on its stomach’—and forwarded 
$10 to me. I fed the team, and we returned 
to Auburn. ae 

I am sending a copy of this to Coach Dye 
so he may get an idea of what 45 years has" 
done to the Auburn athletic dollar. On the 
trip in question, there were six of us, and 
we were gone 10 days—nine nights on the 
road—and we were in an enormous, gas- 
guzzling car. We made the trip within an 
expenditure of $100. 

Beverly Biggin graduated after the 38 
season, and Bill Shoffner joined the team 
for the 1939 season. Bob McClure and Joe 
Gay graduated in 39, and Meredith Haz- 
zard and Charlie Scott played on the team 
in the 1940 season. I graduated after the 
1940 season, and J.W. McKee took over as 
team captain. In 1940, Coach Meagher 
appointed a faculty advisor for the tennis 
team. That was the year the Auburn team 
went to the SEC Conference Tournament 
at Sewanee, Tenn.—and | believe this was 
the first SEC Conference Tournament held, 
although I am not sure of this. LSU and 
Tulane had scholarship teams. LSU's team 
was the best; however, the tournament 
champion—and far above the best player— 
was Joe Davis, who lived in Nashville and 
attended Vanderbilt. Joe Davis was ranked 
in the top ten tennis players in the nation. 
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~ Since this was my last yeat, I had hoped to 


make a good showing in this tournament, 
but in the quarter final round I was con- 
fronted by Joe Davis—this was the last 


match | played for Auburn. 


Joe Gay and Bill Shoffner are the only 
former players who are now deceased. | 
have contacted several of the other former 
players, and it was considered appropriate 
that | should write you this letter.

Becoming More 


Vital to Auburn

This is the age of the computer, and 
Auburn uses computers in every aspect of 
its existence: in academics, administration, 
faculty, and research. The man behind the 
scenes in the computer: department at 
Auburn is Dr. Max Ivey, recently appointed 
as the director of university computing and 
data processing. 

Dr. Ivey described his department as a 
“service function to the rest of the univer- 
sity, much like che library.” If faculty or 
administrators have questions or problems, 
they come to him. He is responsible for the 
maintenance, time distribution, and uses of 
the four computers owned by the univer- 
sity. These include an IBM System 370- 
150A, used for administrative procedures, 
and an IBM System 3031, used for academ- 
ics and research, both located in Parker 
Hall, the math and physics center. 

The other two computers, located in the 

L-Building, are a Hewlett Packard 2000 
and a PDP 1170, both used for instruc- 
tional purposes. This may sound like a lot 
of computing ability, but Dr. Ivey said that 
faculty and students are both a little upset 
with overcrowding of computer space. 
There is a shortage of terminals and discs, 
and demand for computer time continues 
to increase. 

Dr. Ivey said he looks forward to "meet- 
ing the expanding needs,” and that most 
aspects of the computer department are 

going well. He is filling a position that has 
been vacant for more than a year, and he 
said there has been a lack of coordination 
and policy among the academic and admin- 
istrative areas. He would like to expand 
Auburn’s computing resources, but the 
current budget submission would not allow 
for any new computers. The academic 
computer, he commented, is ‘quite loaded.” 

Several academic departments use the 
computers, but the main users are the 
computer science and engineering depart- 
ments, teaching the students how to pro- 
gram and retrieve information. The School 
of Business also uses it extensively for 
finance and accounting data and plans to 
expand usage next year. 

Many faculty also use the computers for 
faculty and graduate study and research and 
also for preparation of class materials. The 
main users are again the computer science 


_and various engineering departments, but 


there are many economics and accounting 
programs, as well as some in sociology, 
psychology, forestry, and journalism. 

The bulk of the administrative uses of 
the computer is in student records, grades 
and registration. The administration also 
uses it for the preparation of the university 
payroll and for all the financial records. 

Before coming to Auburn, Dr. Ivey was 
the director of academic computing at 
Arizona State University for eight years. 
He earned a B.S. in math and physics at the 
University of Arizona, an MS. in computer 
science at the University of Houston, and a 
Ph.D. in higher education administration 
while working at Arizona Strate. 

From 1966 to 1968 he worked for 
Motorola in Phoenix and then worked as a 
scientific programmer and a manager of

graduate in marine biology. Annette, Debra, and Sharon Strickland of Auburn became her friends 
through the volunteer program at Project Uplift. Sonya has received several awards for her 
volunteer work at Auburn including the Algernon Sydney Sullivan Award. 


programmers at the NASA Manned Space- 
craft Center in Houston for four years. 
Dr. Ivey left NASA in 1972 to direct the 
computer center at the University of Dal- 
las, where he also taught computer science 


courses as an associate professor of mathe- 


matics. After two and one-half years, he 
went to Arizona State as an associate pro- 
fessor of public affairs where he taught 
data based management systems courses as> 
well as directed the academic computing. 

After three weeks in Auburn, Dr. Ivey 
says he likes the loveliest village and would 
like to stay for awhile. He looks forward to 
teaching some courses in a couple of years 
after he sets the computer department 
squarely on its feet. 


Top Volunteer 
Says Giving 
Brings Returns

“My parents taught my sister and me to 
give and give. Sometimes, you might get 
taken advantage of, but you always get 
something in return.” That's the philo- 
sophy in five years of volunteer work by 
Sonya Wood, an Auburn student from 
Mobile. 

Sonya, who graduated in June with a 
bachelor’s degree in marine biology, has 
been a member of the Pro-Volunteer Pro- 
gram at Project Uplift since coming to AU 


- in the fall of 1977. According to program 


director Tom Westmoreland, Sonya is the 
only student to begin the program her 
freshman year and continue it all through 
her college years. 

Because of her volunteer work, Sonya 
has been nominated for a National Citi- 
zens Participation Award, given by Presi- 
dent Reagan, and has been nominated for 
the Auburn University Howard Strong 
Award given for humanitarian service and 
has received the Algernon Sydney Sullivan 
Award, Auburn’s most prestigious honor. 

Project Uplift is a family service agency 
in the Department of Family and Child 


Development in the School of Home Eco- 
nomics at AU, and is part of the Lee County 
Youth Development Center. The Pro- 
Volunteer Program involves one adult 
working with one child for a year to 
develop a special friendship. 

“When I was in high school, I was 
involved in everything,’ Sonya said. “J 
promised myself when I got to college, I 
would not do that, but I did.” While at AU, 
Sonya has been a member of the skydiving 
club, the scuba club, the sailing club, and © 
helped start a chapter of the Marine Bio- 
logical Society where she served as histo- 
rian for two years. But a lot of her free-time 
is spent with her children in the Pro- 
Volunteer Program. 

“Right now, I have three children, all 
from one family. I began working with the 
oldest child, Mark, over two years ago, and 
then I got his younger sister and brother,” 
she said. ‘My situation is unique in that the 
children were referred to Project Uplift by 
their mother instead of the school or the 
court. She wanted to get them involved 
before they got into serious trouble. ‘“When 
I first met Mark, he was already hanging 
around with the wrong crowd, but one year 
after working with him, he was president 
of his church group and on the basketball 
team at school. He has even been offered a 
scholarship to play college basketball.” 

Sonya says she has a “good feeling” 
about his improvement. “I feel like I have 
helped him because after I leave I know he 
will make it.” 

After graduating, Sonya plans to con- 
tinue to do volunteer work. “I have done 
several things to represent Project Uplift, 
and | found that there are a lot of areas 
available to do volunteer work,” she said. 
“Once I get settled, I'll begin to look for a 
place to belong.” 

Sonya believes her volunteer work will 
be a-help to her in working and dealing 
with people. “I plan to continue my educa- 
tion,’ she said, “and eventually go into 
research to help mankind. My volunteef 
work is a way to help people along the way 
to help themselves and others. 

“Everybody is trying to reach their goals. 
I feel like I have my life under control, and 
by doing voluntéer work, I want to help 
those people who don't.”

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SEC Adopts Shot Clock 
For Basketball 


Southeastern Conference basketball. 


coaches might be evaluating their theories 
of strategy in preparation for the upcom- 
ing season as the SEC has adopted a 45- 
second shot clock. The new rule will require 
a team to shoot within 45 seconds of gain- 
ing possession. 

The adoption, announced in late May at 
the conference meeting in Palm Beach, 
Fla., has been voted in primarily to try to 
improve officiating in SEC games. While 
the SEC will maintain the ten-second back- 
court rule, the ten-seconds-to-shot-free 
throw-rule, the five seconds-to-inbound 
rule, and the three seconds-in-the-lane 
rule, officials will no longer have to con- 
centrate on the five seconds closely guarded 
count and the midcourt area. Unlike most 
shot clocks around the country, the SEC’s 
will operate during the entire game. The 
Sun Belt Conference, for example, uses a 
45-second clock, but turns it off during a 
game’s final four minutes. 

The conference also adopted a coaches’ 
box which will begin at the hashmark and 
will extend 20 feet toward the baseline. If a 
coach steps over that line at any time other 
than during an official timeout, a technical 
foul will be charged against his team with 
two shots to be taken. 


Auburn Collapses 
In SEC Golf 


Auburn’s golf team, failing to defend the 
title earned last year, finished a disappoint- 
ing sixth in the SEC tournament in May in 
Augusta, Ga. Auburn's 894 total was 21 
strokes off champion Georgia's 873 mark. 
Ole Miss, Alabama, Florida, and Tennessee 
all placed higher than the Tigers. 

After two rounds Auburn was tied for 
second, but a lousy round for the entire 
team ruined Auburn's chances of repeating 
as conference champions. 

“I was disappointed we didn’t place any 
higher than we did,” said AU coach Sonny 
Dragoin. “We had a chance to win, but the 
final round was a disaster. Golf is a funny 
game. Sometimes things like that happen.” 

Todd Smith led the Tigers in the tour- 
nament with a 221 total. Carter Mize shot 
224, Tim Krapfel and John Fisher 226, and 
Walton Ashwander 231. 


Track Team Slips 
In SEC Tourney 


Placing only four runners in the top 
three in any event, Auburn finished sev- 
enth in the SEC track meet at Athens, Ga., 
AU’s worst finish since taking eighth in 
1972. 

Auburn runners Roger Jones, Sergio 
Oaxaca, and Chris Fox finished 1-2-3 in the 
1,500 meters, Jones establishing a new con- 
ference record with a time of 3:42.97. The 
only other Tiger in the top three was 


freshman Calvin Brooks’ third place finish 
in the 400 meters. 

Tennessee won the meet, finishing ahead 
of Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi State, 
LSU, Florida, Auburn, Ole Miss, Kentucky, 
and Vanderbilt.

Doug Gilcrease, senior shortstop who 
batted .386 and set team records for home 
runs, doubles, and hits, has been chosen 
Auburn's Athlete of the Year and will 
represent Auburn at the SEC Athlete of the 
Year banquet in Knoxville, Tenn., July 1-2. 

He had an astronomical year,” Auburn 
coach Paul Nix said of the Atlanta native 
who led the SEC with 17 home runs. “He 
was as hot a hitter as I've seen in this league 
at the stretch in mid-season.”

But after talking 
with Texas officials, Auburn associate 
athletic director John Cochran indicated 
the games will be played as scheduled. 

“It did not seem advantageous to play 
Texas the week before Tennessee because 
Tennessee means more to our Sugar Bow! 
chances than Texas,” Cochran said. “Also 
the fact we have to travel out there the year 
after Texas plays here means, because of 
inflation, it will be more expensive for us 
to travel. Which means,” says Cochran, 
“fewer profits for Auburn because the con- 
tract calls for a 50-50 split.” 

To break the contract would have cost 
Auburn $50,000, a penalty clause written 
in the contract. Cochran maintained it 
might be worth Auburn's financial inter- 
ests to drop the games, but those discus- 
sions are pretty much over now. “It would 
be financially advantageous to go some 
other route, but ethically and morally it 
would be best to go ahead and run the 
contract,” Cochran said. Auburn alumni 
want the Tigers to play Texas, just as the 
Texas alumni are enthusiastic about play- 
ing Auburn, which Cochran said is another 
reason the games will proceed as planned.

Chris Martin: AU 
Foes, Fans About 
To Remember #43

Back around the middle of April, a Bir- 
mingham newspaper published its predic- 
tions for the upcoming Southeastern Con- 
ference football season, including the 
paper's first and second All-SEC squads. 
Representing Auburn on the teams were 
Donnie Humphrey, Mark Dorminey, David 
Jordan, Ron O'Neal, and David King. No 
mention of Christopher Martin. An over- 
sight, maybe? Perhaps an insult? 

Chris Martin grins at that oversight, tak- 
ing a deep breath while composing his 
thoughts on being skipped over in favor of 
four other SEC linebackers, his muscles 
stretching his white Kappa Alpha Psi t- 
shirt farther than an extra-large was made 
to stretch. 

“T thought I should have been at least on 
the second team,” says the 21-year-old 
senior who is the strongest player on the 
Auburn squad. “It’s sort of like a challenge 
now. Not being chosen by the Birmingham 
paper shows me I'll need to do a few more 
things to be noticed and to make sure I do 
what's expected of me.” 

Martin says this quietly, with assurance. 
Three years on the Auburn football team 
have proven a ride from anonymity to near 
the top for the 6-0, 235-pounder from 
Huntsville. Near the top. Whether Martin 
has arrived at his peak depends on whom 
you talk to. The thousands who packed 
Jordan-Hare Stadium the past two seasons 
to witness number 43 crashing into enemy 
ball carriers a team-leading 151 times 
might say Chris Martin has arrived. So 
would those enemy ball carriers. But the 
Birmingham newspapers must think the 
youngster can improve, as do the Auburn 
coaches. As does Chris Martin. 

“I feel I’m an average football player,” 
says the 1980 Mike Kolen Award winner. 
“I want to strive to be as good a football 
player as I can be.” The Auburn press guide 
for this past spring states that Chris wants 
to be the best linebacker in the Auburn 
history and that he could be by the time 
he’s finished. That press guide also des-

think they've lost their touch. 


cribes Martin as “very intense, very aggres- 
sive, and very knowledgeable about the 
game.” Martin admits he needs to work on 
his pass defense and to become more 
aggressive on running plays, suggesting he 
intends to impress himself as much as his 
coaches. 


The Auburn coaching staff expects great 
things of Christopher Martin. Head coach 
Pat Dye said Martin “ought to be the kind 
of football player who thinks he ought to 
make every tackle and attack the offense 
the way the great linebackers do.” Follow- 
ing spring practice, Dye said Martin had 
“an average spring, but we've noticed 
competition usually brings out the best in 
him. I believe he’s getting ready for a great 
year.” 


That's enough to put a little pressure on 
even the best football player. Martin says 
he feels this pressure, and that it has 
bothered him in the past. “I think the 
coaches might have expected too much of 
me too soon,” he says, calling 1981 a “slow 
season because of the coaching changes and 
the change from the 4-3 defense to the 5-2. 
Last year the position of linebacker was 
still new to me. I was still learning, and I 
made some mistakes. So much was expected 


of me that any mistake I would make would 
work on me, bother me mentally.” 

If Martin's 1981 performance was slow, 
then a good showing in 1982 will attract 
the attention of not only Auburn fans, 
opponents, and the coaching staff, but the 
pro scouts as well. Something that will take 
pressure off Martin is the emergence of 
junior linebacker Gregg Carr into an out- 
standing player over the past fall and 
spring. Carr, a chemical engineering major 
who made the SEC’s All-Academic team 
last year while playing behind senior Danny 
Skutack, was among the biggest surprises 
during spring drills, and nobody appre- 
ciates this more than Christopher Martin. 

“I would hear all this ‘you could be the 
best if you'd work at it’ stuff all the time,” 
Martin says. “I want to be the best line- 
backer I can be, but this sort of pressure 
works on you mentally. Concentrating on 
being the best takes away some of your 
concentration on the game itself. Gregg 
Carr coming along so well has taken a lot of 
pressure off me. I think this will allow me 
to concentrate on playing linebacker with- 
out feeling like everybody is watching me 
on every play.” 

Martin credits the current Auburn 
coaches—particularly Dye and Frank 


Orgel—and teammate Donnie Humphrey 
with having the most influence on his 
football career. Orgel instilled in him a 
football sense that complemented Martin's 
ample physical abilities to mold a talented 
linebacker. “I'm always thinking about 
what I need to do to defense whatever the 
offense runs,” Martin says. “Coach Orgel 
has helped me in switching from the 4-3 to 
the 5-2 defense. In the 4-3 the linebacker 
has only two ways to go on the run and one 
way on the pass. In the 5-2 we run now, | 
had to learn four new ways to defense 
option plays as well as a new outlook on 
pass defense. Now I have more of a football 
sense. | know what I need to do.” 

Dye has opened Martin’s eyes to how 
football, school, and other opportunities 
are related and how hard work can lead to 
success regardless of the field. I consider 


_ myself lucky to be playing under the cur- 


rent staff,” Martin says. 

Interestingly, Donnie Humphrey, 6-2, 
276-lb. All-American candidate at defen- 
sive tackle, has indirectly aided Martin's 
playing career. The two were high school 
teammates at Huntsville’s Johnson High 
School, Humphrey the headline-making 
tackle and Martin the unknown noseguard. 
According to Martin, when the college 
scouts would come to watch Humphrey 
they would begin to notice another player 
on the Johnson team. At first Martin was 
hardly recruited, but then the scouts noticed 
potential. Soon, Martin had scholarship 
offers from Alabama and Tennessee as 
well as Auburn. 

“I chose Auburn because | felt I could 
play here right away,” Martin says. I spent 
my freshman year as the second team 
noseguard and played in every game after 
the Tennessee game. My sophomore year I 
was moved to linebacker, led the team in 
tackles, and won the Mike Kolen Award. 
I've really enjoyed playing at Auburn. 
We're in one of the toughest conferences in 
the nation. You get a lot of publicity here 
because the South is so loaded with football 
talent as well as tradition. Auburn is a great 
place to play because you can't beat the 
student section. They really get you pumped 
up and make you want to do something 
big.” 

Like what? 

“We want to win the SEC, go to the 
Sugar Bowl, and look for the highest rank- 
ing we can get,” Martin says of the Tigers’ 
collective goals for 1982. “We know the 
way to do this is to win all the conference 
games—beat Tennessee, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi State, and Alabama. We feel if we can 
do all that, then all the other things will fall 
into place.” 

Anything else? 

“Yeah, I'd like to intercept a pass, run 
over some people and score a touchdown, 
says the man who returned a blocked field 
goal for a score against Georgia Tech one 
week last season then the next week ran in 
a blocked punt against Mississippi State. 
“It’s sort of cheating to run in a blocked 
kick with everybody else behind you, Mar- 
tin says. “I want to show off my running 
ability by running over some people.” 

But making tackles, not running the ball, 
is Christopher Martin's job, and 151 tack- 
les over the past two seasons has not con- 


vinced the Auburn linebacker that he has __ 
progressed far enqugh. A little less than — 


three months from now out on Jordan- 
Hare Stadium’s turf, we, as well as he, may 
judge whether Christopher Martin has 


arrived. 


Johnson ’52 Receives

Dr. David E. Johnson 52, a member of 
the LSU Electrical Engineering faculty for 
the past 20 years, has received the 1982 
Distinguished Faculty Award of the LSU 
Alumni Federation.

He emphasized 
the need for the Economic Research Ser-

poorly conceived.”
